On the stand were the Assistant Sec- 
retary of War, Gen. Lewis A. Grant; 
Gen. H. W. Slocum, commander of 
the Federal 
right 
wing; 
Postmaster 
General Wanamaker; Gen. S. W. Pen- 
nypacker, of Philadelphia; Hon. Edw. 
Mcpherson: Chief Justice Paxton and 
Judge 
Mitchell, of Pennsylvania Sú- 
pleme Court; Gen. Wheelock Y. Veasy, 
of Vermont; Col. Hiram Bedan, of 
Washington, D. C.; Col. Martin, of 
Boston; Col. George Meade, son of 
Gen. Meade, of Philadelphia; General 
A, S. Webb, of New York, who com- 
manded the Philadelphia brigade in 
the battle, and others. 


After the Marine Band played »«Hail 
Columbia," Governor Pattison 
arose 
and called the meeting to order, and 
the Rev. Minot Savage, of B >ston, led 
in prayer. 
Hon. Edward 
McPherson 
then, on behalf of the battlefield of the 
Battlefield Memorial Association, de- 
livered the address of welcome. 


Col. Bachelder, the Government hi?;- 
torian, then made a most 
interesting 
address. 
H e explained 
briefly the 
meeting of the iwo armies at Gettys- 
burg and the salient points of the bat- 
tles of the first and second days as a 
neceesary 
introduction to a compre- 
hensive 
description 
of

H e carried his audience 
to the rebel lines and brought 
them 
almost breathless across the intervening 
fields with Pickett until the eager lis- 
teners could 
almost

sat down amid a storm of applause. 


The monument was then unveiled, 
and S. Mc. Swope, on behalf of the 
different states and in memory of the 
heroism of the men who fought here, 
handed it the association for its care 
and keeping. 


At thib point Governor Pattison in- 
troduced 
Postmaster General 
Wana- 


ingly of treason. 
He said he despised 
the school which taught the men of 
Pickett to rush to their death, and 
pointing to the tablet, asked: 
''Will 
you tell your children that it is a mon- 
ument of both treason and patriotism? 
Would I dare to say that treason can 
dignified by bravery? I vvill never call 
a. rebel by any other name than what 
he is." He said that West Point and 
its association led Grant to be so mag- 
nanimous at appomattox a n d temper- 
ed the bitterness of Lee's surrender. 
The applause was loud and long. 


J. Jeffrey Roche then read a poem 
written for the occasion; Gen. Veasey 
spoke for the First Army Corps; Col. 
Bedan gave some interesting 
remin- 
iscences of the battle; and Gen. Martin 
of Boston spoke briefl); the Marine 
Band played «»Star-Spangled Banner" 
and ''My Country 'Tis of Thee," after 
which Rev, Dr. McKnight pronounced 
the benediction and the dedication was 
over. 


D E S C R I P T I O N O F T H E T A B L E T . 


The High Water Mark Tablet may 
be briefly described as follows: It is an 
open 
bronze 
book surmounting the 
monument. 
It weighs 1272 pounds 
and is supported by a pyramid of can- 
non 
balls. 
The left page bears a le- 
gend describing the assault, and that 
on 
the right 
tells ot repulse. The 
whole rests on a highly polished plinth 
and base of Maine and Massachusetts 
granite with a massive water table of 
Gettysburg granite. A walk of cement, 
inclosed by dressed granite 
curbing 
and approached by hammered granite 
steps, surrounds the monument. 
In 
the center of each space on the side 
stands a twelve-pounder Napoleon gun 
with pyramids of cannon balls. The 
bronze tables on the plinth of the mon- 
ument tell an interesting story. 
On 
the south side are the names of all the 
regiments that marched in the charg- 
ing column, while on the north side are 
the names of the regiments and batter- 
ies which met or assisted to repel the 
assault. 
In front is a tablet contain- 
ing the names of the States that made 
appropriations to erect the monument. 


W H A T I T C O M M E M O R A T E S . 


The High Water Mark Tablet reprep 
sents an epoch in American history. It 
is as typical in its significance as the 
Rock of Plymouth; the one was the be- 
ginning of liberty on this Continent, 
the other designates the spot where, 
200 years afterward, its priciples were 
foiever established. 


Of the nearly 400 monuments that 
now dot this battlefield.each represents 
some distinct act as performed by the 
respective 
regiment 
or State 
which 
erected it. But this High Water Mark 
Tablet represents no particular State or 
regiment. Its intent is disclosed by its 
name. 
It designates the '«high water 
mark" of the Rel ellion. 
It commem- 
orates the rei)ulse of Pickett's Confed- 
erates and the turning point of the war. 
The Tablet is erected by the Gettys- 


maker who explained the absence of 
Battlefield Memorial Association, 


the President, which, he said; was due 
to the sickness of Mrs. Harrison, 


John M, Vanderaiice, on behalf of 
the Memorial Association, then accept- 
ed the moiiument. 
His addrtw was 
largely on the lessons of the battle and 
their application. 
The band, compos- 
ed of Indians irom Carlisle Industrial 
School, rendered some excellent music. 


Governor Pattison introduced the 
orator ol the day, tx Governoi Beaver,

The great robber of moisture on tht 
plains in tho West is evaporation. 
The 
activity of tho winds is so great and con- 
stant that more vapor is raised from ex- 
posed water surfaces than in many regions 
of greater heat. 
The annual evaporation 
is seldom if ever less than four feet, and 
may rise to eight feet. 
Water storage 
upon high plains where there are no 
trees, if not wholly a delusion, is held to 
be somewhat delusive. 
More hopeful is 
tho expedient of deep tillage, for hidden 
from sun and winds in the loose soil and 
•ubsoil, the moisture will thus be pre- 
served at the very spot where it is needed 
to sustain vegetation.

After 
the iii^ht Nolan s Ranch caught fire with 
several of the wounded * »rustlers" in it, 
and was totally destroyed. 


The cattle kings' expedition continued 
its journey, taking its wounded along, 
leaving the '»rustlers" to bury their dead 
and carry the news of the '»assassmation 
and arson" thirty miles to the nearest 
towu, Buffalo, which was at once in a 
fever of excitement. 
The town is sup- 
ported largely by the patronage of the 
**rustlers'' and has no sympathy whatever 
with the ''range monopolists." 
Almost 
every man that could bear arms at once 
enlisted in the campaign against the cat- 
tle kings, who were Desieged at the ''T. 
A." ranch for several daj's. 
The ranch 
was surrounded 
by a small army of 
rustlers, and the besieged ¿Du^ates ciug 
-deep trenches and a hu^^h riile pit, from 
•which twelve of the best shots of the ex- 
pedition kept up a constant fire on the 
invaders. 
Thousands of shots were ex- 
changed and a number of men on both 
sides were wounded. 


Meantime the friends of the imprisoned 
'Cattlc kings, knowing of their extreme 
jienl, had sent a telepram to G-overnor 
Barber informing him of the situation 
and urging him to ask President Harri- 
son to Drder out the troop at Mclvinney. 
•Governor Barbei- at once complied, and 
•within a lew hours orders were sent from 
AYiishington to release the forty-six cat- 
tlemen, take them tci Fort McKmnev 
•under arrest, pending indictments by the 
local authorities for crimes already com- 
mitted, 
Three companies of 
United 
¡Stales Cavalry were sent to the scene of 
action, uud to them the besieged cattle- 
men >urrendereiJ. 
They were conveyed 
under protection of the troops to tneir 
barracks at Cheyenne, there to await 
trial i^u the char¿¿e of murder. 


all mavericks branded with their brand, 
and in this way a cow-puncher who wa« 
a ffood roper could make from $20 to 
per month over and above his salary* 
This, of course, was an inducement for 


owners of the largo herds of a good por- 
tion of their range* 


*'But instead of running tho 
small 
ranchman out of tho country it turned 
what otherwise would have been an hon- 


ivory cowboy to be on the watch for lest, industrious ranchman into a 'rustler* 
mavericks, and gradually resolved itself 
into a desire to create mavericks. 


"There arc several ways to create a 
maverick. 
(A maverick is an orphan 
calf or a calf not following any particu- 
lar cow.) 
In the first place the mother 
dies and the calf manages to live as best 
it can; then airain in the round-up a 
cow and calf may be missed by the boys 
in the circle and not brought into tho 
round-up, and therefore not branded, so 
that in the fall the calf has left 
its 
mother and is a maverick. 
Then tho 
boys can create mavericks, but in order 
to make this more plain I will give an 
illustration: 


" A foreman instructs his boys to scat- 
ter in diiierent directions and get hold 


lor seli-protection. All his life had been 
spent in the saddle; he knew nothing 
else, and, »as he could not get employ- 
ment on tho range, he did tho next best 
thing, he took a jack outfit and went out 
over the country branding mavericks. 
For this he was arrested and tried, but 
never convicted, and then went up tho 
hue and cry that it was impossible to get 
justice or convict a rustler, that the evi- 
dence was prima facie, and in some cases 
the defendant even went so far as to ad- 
mit on the stand that he had branded a 
maverick. 


"But when these reports were sent out 
it was not explained that in the trial of 
each case it was proven beyond a doubt 
that a maverick is an orphan calf; that

"The past winter has been 
favorable 
for cattle, and 
mavericks 
are 
scarce. 
The cowboys know they will round-up 
this same country attain in the 
fall, so 
why not plant some seed that will bear 
goud fruit. 
At a distance 
of 
eight or 
nine miles up the creek they find a little 
bunch of five or six cows and calves oil 
by themselves, and the cows are branded 
X—-0. 
They don't like the X—O outfit 
very well, anyhow, so they quietly ride 
by this little bunch and gather 
all 
the 
others on the circle, bring them into the 
round-up, and no one is any the wiser. 


"Then when the fall round-up comes 
into this country there will be five or six 
X—O cows on this 
range without any 
calves and without any brands, and con- 
sequently five or six 
mavericks 
which 
are the legitimate property of the punch- 
ers with the loni^est rope. 


"That was the state of affairs in Wyo- 
ming in 18:54, when the Stock Associa- 
tion was formed and the first maverick 
law passed. 
Untier the 
provisions 
of 
that law, all 
mavericks 
found on the 
round-up were sold by the foeman of each 
round-up district to the highest bidder 
and the proceeds of the sale went into a 
fund of the Stock Association to pay for 
the stock detectives, 
etc. 
But 
it was 
further provided that the person bidding 
must 
have $500 
on deposit in some 
Wyoming bank anc^ a certificate to that 
elxect. 
Under this provision the small 
ranchmen 
with 
a few he.d of cattle 
could not bid, and it was considered by 
them a high-handed arrangement of tho 
big stockmen. 
Another provision made 
it a penitentiary olTense to brand a mav- 
erick unless done by the regular foreman 
ot the round-up. 


'^At this time a number of the better 
class of cowboys had located ranches on 
the various streams, bought small bunches 


it belonged to no one, was not claimed 
by any one, and, therefore, a case could 
not be made out. 
Because to convict a 
man of stealing an article you must first 
prove that the article belonged to some 
one else. 
This naturallv made the rus- 
tiers bold, and there have been cases 
where they went so for as to kill the cow 
in order to make a maverick of the calf, 
but such cases were rare. 


"The whole system was a mistake, 
and they are just beginning to realize it. 
The idea of several men organizing a 
stock company and investing two 
or 
three hundred thousand dollars in cattle, 
then turning them looee out on the open 
range to roam at will over a section of 
country often one hundred miles and two 
hundred miles in extent, and calling it a 
legitimate business, is absurd.

* »The 
original 
laerds of 
cattle 
in 
Wyouiing were driven there from Texas, 
and, of course, the boys who assisted in 
vdrivingthem on the trail were employed 
on their arrival to act as cowboys for the 
Wyoming owners. 
A Texas cowboy's 
only leligion is that grass, water and 
mavericks are the bounteous gifts of a 
•beneticient Providence, distributed lav- 
ishly over the Western plains for the 
-beneiitof i:ow-punohers, who appropriate 
them as a prospector does a ledge of 
mineral by right of discovery. 


"But ill Wyouiing lor a number oi 
years the cowboy bad no use for maver- 
icks excujiii occasionally for beef, and 
so, when the round-up 
began in the 
spring, all mavericks found were dis- 
tributed among the owners of the herds. 
All men, however, are grasping, and 
these owners soon began to offer to the 
Jjoj'B premiums of so much per head on 


of cattle from their savings and turned 
them loose on the ranges. 
They bad 
been educated by their employers that 
all mavericks belonged to the man who 
found them, and instead of putting their 
employers' brand on them, they put on 
their own. 
During the summer months 
they worked for some of the large cat- 
tlemen and invested their earnings in 
cattle when they had the opportunity. 
With 
a few exceptions, these 
small 
ranchmen were among the best citizens. 
Many of them were married, had little 
ranches and were industrious,hard-work- 
ing men. 


"About this time the stock association 
made a list of all boys owning n brand 
and small herds and black-balled them, 
giving their foreman instructions not to 
give them employment, hoping* in this 
way to starve them out and discourage 
others from going into the business, be- 
cause every boy who took up a ranch 
fenced it in, and by so doing controled 
the water and uaturally deprived 
the 


"But to come down to the war in 
Johnson County, 
That county is one of 
the most fertile in the State. 
Numerous 
streams come down from the mountains, 
and 
durinii the past few years these 
streams have all been located by small 
ranchmen, who have small herds. These 
lands back from the streams are all good 
grazing lands, but the fencing of the 
streams by the small ranchmen has ruined 
the county for large herds and the big 
stockmen have done all in their power to 
drive out these small ranchmen. 
Most 
of them are honest, industrious men, 
while few are rustlers and thieves pure 
and simple. 


"In Noyember last two of these small 
ranchmen, 'Kanijer' Jones and John Tis- 
daie, were shot down from ambush while 
driving from Buffalo to their homes. 
It 
was never proved who the murderers 
were, but it is presumed that they were 
hired by the big stockmen. 
About this 
time the small ranchmen, who shipped 
their beef to the Omaha and Chicago 
markets, found that the proceeds of sale 
had been turned over to the agents of 
the Stock Association, and were held by 
them on the ground that the cattle were 
stolen and, in order to get this money, 
tho small ranchmen were compelled to 
prove ownership. 
Bills of sale from any 
one save a large stockman were not con- 
sidered good, and the only result was a 
lawsuit. 
The small ranchmen, who had 
sold but $300 or $400 wortk of beef, 
felt that to go to Cheyenne and fight the 
Stock Association iu the courts there 
was folly, ana yet this money he wanted 
to use to buy his winter's supply of pro- 
visions. 
This is why ho grew desper- 
ate, 


'Tt is claimed that there was over 
$35,000 of such money holdout of John- 
son County alone. 
Tho spirt of revenge 
took possession of the small ranchmen of 
that county, and they decided to organ- 
ize and make a roundup of their own 
and to begin earlier than the regular 
roundup, and it is claimed that each 
man swore to appropriate to his/own use 
a number of cattle owned by^^the mem- 


bers of tho Stock AMociation equal to 
thoBo taken from them in Chicago. 


*'This cominsf to tho knowledge of 
tho Stock AModation they decid^ on 
the course thoy arc now pursuing, of 
going in there with an armed force and 
exterminating tho inhabitants of John- 
son County, 


"Sheriff Angus, of that county, is a 
man who is in sympathy, not with tho 
rustlers, but with the small ranchmen. 
Ho is a man of great nerve, and when ho 
called on tho citizens to assist him in 
arresting the armed force that without 
authority of law invaded his county ho 
quickly gathered about him 200 or 300 
cowboys who were familiar with tho 
country and at home in the saddle. 


"While the great majority of theso 
small ranchmen aro honest, 
industrious 
fellows, they aro all desperately daring, 
with but few cowards. 
Those so-called 
'rustlers' are not outlaws, and it is doubt- 
ful if a half dozen could be indicted, 


"Just after the surrender of the stock- 
men's party Sheriff Angus said bitterly: 
'I want you all to distinctly understand 
that I did not ask for assistance from tho 
Governor, 
Ilis militia was tied up from 
me when I did need it, and of what use 
is it now? 
There and there and there,' 
continued Angus, pointing to rifie-pits, 
had 
them 
completely 
surrounded. 
They could not get away. 
Look there,' 
pointing to hia men; 'see my posse, 250 
stronj?. 


" 'The stock people came in here with 
murder and destruction in their hearts 
ana hands. 
They have murdered and 
burned and defied the law and it was my 
duty to arrest them. 
They were mine. 
I had them iu my grasp and thoy were 
taken from mo. 
They made no secret of 
their intentions to kill "Red" Angus 
along with tho others, and '*Red" Angus 
never owned a steer in his life. 
To take 
the city of Buffalo and run the county 
was no easy game. 
The tables were 
turned upon them and kiow they are not 
as much arrested as rescued. 
They aro 
rich; tbcy can buy any person or office 
they want; they will go free and return 
again to do more blooily work.' " 


Characteristics ot Iho Mongoose. 
The incessant appeal 
which comes 
from fruit-growers throui^hout the State 
for the contrivance of some means for 
the extermination of gophers and other 
field rodents has prompted a well known 
fruit company of this city to negotiate 
for the importation of a small carnivor- 
ous animal known as the mongoose. 
The matter came to the attention of» 
certain resident horticulturists recently; 
through an announcement in the Chroni- 
cle that the United States Department, 
of Agriculture proposed to import a few 
specimens of the mongoose. 
Whether 
or not any such action has been taken by 
the Government is not known, but at all 
events the animal is a total stranger tol 
our soil, and the only specimens ever 
forwarded here were two from Hawaii ins 
1690, which, however, were denied » 
landing and were subsequently drowned 
in the bay by the customs officials. 


The mongoose is a catlike animal in 
size and appearance and is indigenous 
to India, where its antipathy to rats, 
snakes, gophers and other similar ver- 
min is well known. 
The animal is very 
easily domesticated and for this reason 
serves excellently as a rat exterminator 
in private houses. 


In consequence 
of 
these 
desirable 
characteristics, the mongoose has been 
imported to Jamaica, where it has ac- 
complished much in the way of exter- 
mination, and more recently it was sent 
to the Sandwich Islands. 
There the 
first few specimens 
have 
multiplied 
largely and have created havoc among 
the rats which formerly infested the 
sugarcane 
fields.

R E P E A T - 


ED IN 
OIL CITY A N D 
TITUSVILLE. 


SCOURGED BY KLOOD & FIRE. 


For the scond time Pennsylvania is 
stunned with another ol those awful 
catastrophes ft'hich slays its hundreds 
in an hour and sweeps away the fruit 
of years in a day. 


Titusville, Oil City and the eighteen 
miles ot valley lying 
between them, 
down which rushes Oil Creek, were the 
scene Sunday of a calamity, 
second 
only to the Johnstown disaster in loss 
life and destruction of property. 


Floods and fire combined their hor 
rors, as they did three years ago in the 
valley oi the Conemaugh and a broken 
dam played a similar dramatic part in 
the awful scene. 


Estimates of the loss of life in Oil 
City and Titusville indicate that the 
grim 
total • may 
reach 
300, or even 
more. 
Mayor Hunt, of Oil City, es- 
timates the dead in that cily at 150, 
and in Titusville there are 
probably 
not less than 100 dead, while there is 
every reason to suppose that many are 
still beneath the flood-soaked debris. 


The property loss, it is believed, will 
exceed ^2,000,000 and some estimate 
place it above 
000,000, 


Oil Creek was higher than ever known 
before in its history. 
All bridges have 
been swept away, and all railroads are 
tied up completely north of the high 
water. 
The 
Hood was started 
by a 
•cloudburst which overflowed the streams 
to an inconceivable extent. 
It is sup 
posed that the oil tanks above Oil City 
were struck by lightning. 
The explo- 
sion which followed scattered the burn- 
ing petroleum in all directions, and as 
it floated down the creeks, which had 
become rivers, it set on fire all in its 
path. 
Wherever 
the water 
touched 
there the fire was, and before such a ca- 
lamity the people were ])owerless. 
It 
is thought that l)elween Oil City and 
Titusville, a distance of 18 miles, all 
pioj^erty in the narrow valleys is total- 
ly destroyed or greatly damaged.

The disasters at Titusville and Oil 
City have added a new horror to the 
death by flood in Pennsylvania's nar- 
row 
mountain 
valleys. 
Johnstown 
seemed to have exhausted all the inci- 
dents of awfulness, but fire the crest of 
the wave has done terrible work in the 
two famous oil town of 
northwestern 
Pennsylvania. 
The great rains of the 
past week have filled the headwaters of 
Oil Creek and its tributary mountain 
brooks, until bank full it swept down 
upon the towns below scattered along 
its shores in constricted areas, forced to 
build but little above the high water 
Imiit on account of the hills that gird 
all the valley. 
The breakmg of oneot 
the numerous dams on the East Branch 
gave that impetus that iitst thieatened 
Titusville, about 
fifteen 
miles below, 
with a disastrous flood, but as the rag- 
ing waters rushed along the streets, the 
collapse of several lufincrystills and the 
explosion of oil threw the liquid on the 
waters, and it was then the terrors of 
the flood gave way to the terrors of fire, 
T h e broken dam at Spartansburg will 
probably concentrate public attention 
and start many parallels with the brok- 
en dam at Johnstown, 
But while the 
•dam which gave way in the present in- 
stance played its part in the flood, it 
was not the chief cause of the disaster 
at Titusville and Oil City. But for (he 
oil, the flood would have been like oth- 
ers that have gone before—destructive 
to property, bnt not dangerous to Hie. 
In Oil Creek the oil played the same 
part as the dam at Johnstown,and add- 
ed the swift fell agent which blotted 


out hundreds of hie in one awful hour, 
• 


The Oil Creek basin whose 
waters 
tlid tlie awful work on Sunday, is not 
over a fifth of the si^e of the drainage 
area which contributed 
to the Johns- 
town flood. The Oil Creek basin prop 
cr ends at Titusville, troin which point 
the stream runs in a straight line thro' 
a deep and narrow gorge some 
fif'.een 
miles long to Oil City, receiving only 
a simple affluent before it pours into 
the Allegheny Kiver.

duced in great (juantitics by means of 
machinery, and hence lockmaking is no 
longer a special handicraft.

Until comparatively recent times, the 
locks in common use were simply a bolt 
held in its place, cither onen or shut, by 
a spring which pressed it down and so 
held it at either end of a convex notch. 
The only im|jcdiments to opening these 
locks were the wards which the key had 
to pass before it would turn in the key- 
hole. 
The shape of the wards,however, 
could be ascertained by inserting a blank 
key covered with 
wax, and lienc-j a 
small collection of skeleton keys was all 
that the lock-pickcr required. 


Just here we will give a hint how a 
handy boy can make a key iit a lock for 
his mother, provided the key seems al- 
most able to throw 
the bolt. 
If he 
smokes the key in-n lamp and then tries 
to turn the key in the lock he will iind 
when he withdraws it that some of the 
lamp-black has been rubbed olì'.

W^ASrniNG HAY IN STACKS- 


No rule has ever been devised that 
will give tho exact weight of any given 
number of cubic yards or feet of hay be- 
cause much depends upon the kinds of 
grass or clovcr out of which the hay is 
rnade. 
Then, again, the hay taken from 
the bottom of a large stack will be more 
firmly compressed than that near the top. 
But there are many rules for measurinf^ 
hay in the stack, and, while they may 
bo satisfactory in some instances, they 
cannot be depended upon further than to 
give a rough approximation, 
for hay 
varies greatly in weight according to tho 
way it is placed in the stack and the 
length 
of time it has been lying, etc. 
The rule used in some localities rs: MuU 
tiplythe length in jards by the height 
in yai-ds.and that by the width in vards- 
and divide the product by fifteen/ The 
quotient will be the number 
of 
tons. 
Another rule is to allow 535 cubic feet 
of well-compressed hay for a ton, but at 
the bottom of a ten.foot stack 450 cubic 
feet will come very near weighing a ton. 
Clover hay will run much lighter than 
or reel-top hay. 
An old rule 
among farmers is to sell 400 cubic feet 
as a ton, but in buying tp insist upon 
bOO cubic feet.—New York Sun. '

BRÜSSELS SPU0OT3. 


The seeds of Brussels sprouts should 
be planted in the house, 
hotbed 
or 
greenhouse 
during the latter part o t 
March or by tho first of April, for it re- 
quires a long season to perfect this ex- 
cellent form of cabbage. 
Market gar- 
deners find that it is ono of the most 
salable vegetables that can be grown, 
and whether planted in largo quanties 
for the market, or simply for home use, 
the seeds should bo put in the hotbed 
veryearlv. 
If planted thus early tho 
young plants will be ready for trans- 
planting as soon as the soil and weather 
are warm enough. 
If the spring ij 
backward tho young plants should be 
kept in flats of earth, but not so that 
they \rll be crowded, until they can bo 
planted in the open garden. 


They should be planted two feet apart 
in the garden, and should then bo cul- 
tivated about the same as cabbages. The 
soil must be strong and rich, fo" in tho 
early part of the season they have to de- 
velop great quantities of leaves and stalks. 
Those leaves near the ground will wither 
up and fall oil, leaving places for buds 
to form, and the more of these buds the 
plant has the better it is for market. 
In 
September the early plantings will 
be 
ready for gathering, and the later planes 
will furnish a succession for the winter 
table that will bo very agreeable. 
For 
winter keeping they should be harvested 
before severe freezing weather is here, 
and kept in tho cellar, as cabbai^e and 
cauliflower. 
The Brussels sprouts are 
quite hardy, and they arc easily grown 
in most of our Northern and Western 
Stat es. 


The two most conspicuous varieties are 


the Dwarf and Giant. The former usually 
attains a height of eighteen to twenty 
inches, and it is somewhat earlier than 
the latter. 
The dwarf ^ems 
produce 
heads and buns which are more tender 
and juicy than those obtained from taller 
plants. 
The Giant variety reaches a 
height of nearly four feet, but it pro- 
duces innumerable 
small buds and a 
small crown. 
It is more productive than 
the dwarf on account of its size, and u 
generally considered hardier.

CULTIVATION OP THE BOIL. 


The term cultivation, as usually under- 
stood and applied, embraces the first 
plowing of the soil for a crop and ihe 
care afterwards bestowed upon it'in keep- 
ing it mellow and frco from 
weeds. 
Whether land should at first be plowed 
deep or shallow, and what depth of cul- 
tivation is best subsequently, are points 
on which farmers are not uniform in 
practice. 
Usually 
deep 
plowing for 
breaking up in spring is the most com- 
mon custom, but its propriety depends 
so much on tho character of tho soil 
itself that no rule can be 
considered 
applicable in all cases. 


Where deep plowing would bring up 
soil poorer than that of the surface, such 
plowing must manifestly 
be a disad- 
vantage unless the design is to increase 
the depth of the stratum to be cultivated 
by the use of enough manure to render 
the whole equally productive. 
On loose 
andy soils, with the fertility near

TO STAIN FLOOKS. 


It is astoaishiog in these dajs of dec- 
oration that so little is known of stains. 
The subject is not complicated. 
If you 
wish to stain your floors j^et raw sienna, 
Prussian blue, burnt sienna or anything 
of that sort, and dilute it with turpen- 
tine till it 
pets to the consistency ol 
water. 
Burnt sienna makes almost n 
mahoj?;any finish. Raw umber makes an 
excellent stain, if greatly diluted, and 
Tery thin Vandike brown on a Qeorcjia 
pine flooring has a iiood eiTect; on white 
pine it is better still.—Tho Upholsterer. 


TAKE CAKE Oï? YOUR HATIl. 


If a lady's hair is very thin, before she 
tries any reatorer, the head should bo 
rubbed with the tinkers every nii^ht for 
half en hour. 
If the scUp is perfectly 
clean, the pores of the skin do not be- 
come obstructed, and the roots of the 
hair keep in a natural state. 
Once a 
month is sufficient to thoroughly wash 
tho head, but rubbini; the roots of tne 
hair once a week with a camphor 
and 
borax wash prevents dandruff and in- 
creases the growth of the hair. 
Tae 
wash is made by dissolvinnr one ounce of 
powdered borax and half an ounce of 
camphor in a quart of boilin;^ water; 
bottle when cool. 
It should be applied 
with a small sponge, and the hair well 
brushed after. 


In washing tho head, soda should not 
be used, but two teaspoonfuls of car- 
bonate of soda and an e:r£r beaten uo in 
the basin of water. 
Suthcient salts of 
tartar dissolved in boilin:^ water to form 
a lather, keep the hair ]in;bt as well as 
clean. Cocoanut oil, too, is excellent for 
promoting the i?rowth of 
the hair. 
If 
there is much dandruff,an ounce of white 
precipitate, mixed with half a dram oi 
creosote,should be rubbed into the scalp 
every night for a week, at the expiration 
of which time the head should bo well 
washed and bathed with camphor and 
borax. 
With a clean brush remove any 
exfoliation which may have been thrown 
out.—New York Recorder.

of cold water, three eggs, caraway seeds 
or nutmeg, flour enough to roll without 
311civ 1 n^^ and two teaspoonsful of baking 
powder.
